•conning the regulations to familiarl 
the members with the new plan. 


Physical examinations become one 


•of the hist features under the new ays 
tern, instead of the first. Where for 
merly notices were sent out 4o the 
men to. report at the office for physl 
cal examination, and claims tor ex 
-emptlon were deferred until the pyhsi 
cal examination had been made, this 
.process will be reversed. The ques 
tionnaires go first to the registered 
men, and on the return to the board 
the classification is made. About t 
month will be -required to send ou 
the forms and pass upon the merits 
of the cases. 


Will Set Date to Appear 


The regulations prescribe that a 


date will be designated by the provost 
marshal general to start mailing out 
the questionnaires and also one on 
which.- to start the physical examina- 
tions. 
After a registrant has been 


placed in class 1, and the time for 
appeal or claim to the district board 
has lapsed, the local board shall mall 
out the call for -him to appear for 
physical examination on the fifth day 
after mailing the notice. 


Examinations will then be made by 


the medical member of the board or 
physicians assisting him, and the reg- 
Jstrant informed as to whether he IB 
qualified or disqualified for general 
military service, or qualified for lim- 
ited military service in some specified 
capacity. There Is no re-examlnatlon 
by another physician, as in the former 
•draft, but If the registrant Is not sat- 
isfied .with the conclusion he may, 
on the day he Is examined, make re- 
quest to be sent before the medical 
.-advisory board. 
—— 


The medical advisory board, which 


is to be formed for the area of the 
.local board, passes on the qualifica- 
tions of a registrant who Is not sat- 
isfied with the decision of the board's 
physician, and also on the qualifica- 
tions of a registrant regarding whom 
the physician Is In doubt. 


If the regisrant is held physically 


disqualified by the examining physi- 
cian, the local board shall, unless it 
decides by unanimous vote that the 
case is one in which there is no rea- 
sonable doubt, immediately send the 
registrant before the medical advis- 
ory board. 


Decisions as to physical qualifica- 


tions are finally passed upon by the 


, local board, on the report of the ex- 


amining physician, or if the man has 
been sent to the medical advisory 
board, on the report of the physician 
and the medical advisory board, and 
the registrant is mailed a notice of 
the local board's finding. If a man is 
found physically disqualified for gen- 
eral military service, his classification 
Is changed to class V. If he is found 
disqualified for general military ser- 
vice but qualified to perform special 
and limited military service, his clas- 
sification is not changed, but the find- 
Ing Is recorded and he is subject to 
induction into military service only 
when a special .or sepclflc call for men 
disqualified for general military ser- 
vice but qualified for special, service 
Is made. 


Men Have Right of Appeal 


Claim ot appeal from the finding ot 


the local board as to physical quali- 
fications may be made by a registrant 


'•within five days after the notice Is 


mailed, provided he had made the re- 
quest to be sent before the medical 
advisory board upon being notified by 
the examining physician of his find- 
ing. 
The' government appeal agent 


•nail always appeal on behalf of the 
United States when the decision ot 
the -local board does not follow the 
recommendation of the • medical ad- 
viMry board.

JUDGE PERKINS IS OF GREAT 


IMPORTANCE TO CITY OF NEW 


SMYRNA. 


A question which has been dis- 


cussed tor many years in New Smyrna 
as to whether the city owns the ri- 
parian rights at the foot of streets, 
has been settled in a decision handed 
down by Judge Perkins of the circuit 
court, in a case coming up from the 
city of Daytona. 


For years the people of this city 


lave wanted the old shacks at the 
foot of Lytle avenue torn down and re- 
moved, and at one time the city coun- 
cil went far enough to order the 
shacks removed in 60 days—but the 
order was never carried out. It has 
been a question as to the rights of the 
city to property at the foot of the 
itreet, and the council at that time 
was advised by its attorneys to pro- 
ceed with condemnation proceedings. 


The decision of Judge Perkins Is 


hat the city owns the riparian rights. 


The Daytona Daily News ot last Fri- 


iay told of the decision as follows: 


"After blng in the courts since July. 


914, the case of the .city of Daytona 
gainst the Daytona Bridge company, 
nvolving the ownership of the prop- 
rty at the foot of Fairview avenue, 
as this afternoon decided by Judge 
arncs W. Perkins of DeLand in favor 
f the city of Daytona.

The opinion holds that the title 
ests In the city.

at-at-issue, the conclusion may be 
rawn that the court would hold that 


riparian rights which are not own- 
by abutting property owners vesta 


n the city. The case Is the most 1m- 
ortant In which the city of Daytona,

Under Consideration—Flrtt le 


Military Railroad. 


Three Important railroad projects as 


part of a defense scheme for the Pa- 
nama canal have been under consider- 
ation for some time and present condi- 
tions are likely to hasten their comple- 
tion First of these is the building of 
a military railroad connecting Punta 
de Toro with the ruined fort of San 
Lorenzo at the mouth of the Chagres 
rHer 
The latter point, which figured 


prominently in the history of the isth- 
mus under Spanish rule, commands the 
entrance of the Chagres river which 
admits of easy approach by water to 
the Gutun locks. As a fortified posi- 
tion it would nlso have take reckoned 
with by uny imhturj expedition direct 
«1 ut the cities of Colon or Panama 
The primary object in the construction 
of the road Is the rapid transportation 
of t loops and military equipment from 
Fort Sherman to San Lorenzo In case 
hostilities were attempted by way of 
the Chugres. The road will be six 
to eight miles long and will be of five- 
foot gauge, the standard In use on die 
Panama railroad. The road will be 
pait of an elaborate defense scheme 
and will cost from $700,000 to WOO,- 
000. 


Two other roads are projected which 


arc not primarily of military character, 
but would be useful In case of hostili- 
ties. The Panama national assembly 
has a bill under consideration prpvUk 
ing lor the construction of a ralfroaq 
in the province of Chlriqul extending 
from the town of La Conception 
through Dlvala to a point In the bay 
known as Cbarco'Azul to be deter- 
mined on later. The line will be a 
branch of the Chirlqul railroad now in 
operation. It Is expected to add great- 
ly in the ludustilal development of 
ChiriquI, one of the richest and inoat 
fertile sections of the countn

Forms to be used In classifying and 


selecting tor service men tor the. sec. 
.-end draft army have been delivered 
to the. Volusla county exemption 
board. 


Questionnaires sufficient to send one 


to each registered man who has no 
been sent to training camp are pro- 
vided, and also a'quantity ot the selec 
live service regulations governing In 
tare draft operations. No date has 
been .set for .the start on the drat 
machinery, but the county board Is 
conning the regulations to familiarize 
tb> members with the new plan. 


Physical examinations become one 


•of the last features under the new ays 
tern, instead of the first. Where for 
merly notices were sent out 4o the 
men to. report at the office for physi 
cal examination, and claims tor ex 
-«mptlon were deterred until the pyhsi 
cal examination had been made, this 
.process will be reversed. The ques 
tionnaires go first to the registered 
men, and on the return to the board 
the classification is made. About a 
month will be -required to send out 
the forms and pass upon the merits 
of the cases. 


Will Set Date to Appear 


The regulations prescribe that a 


date will be designated by the provost 
marshal general to start mailing out 
the questionnaires and also one on 
which.- to start the physical examina- 
tions. 
After a registrant has been 


.placed in class 1, and the time for 
appeal or claim to the district board 
has lapsed, the local board shall mail 
out the call for -him to appear for 
physical examination on the fifth day 
after mailing the notice. 


Examinations will then be made by 


the medical member of the board or 
physicians assisting him, and the reg- 
istrant informed as to whether he Is 
qualified or disqualified for general 
military service, or qualified for lim- 
ited military service in some specified 
capacity. There Is no re-examination 
by another physician, at in the former 
•draft, but if the registrant Is not sat 
itfied .with the conclusion he may, 
on the day he Is examined, make re- 
quest to be sent before the medical 
.advisory board. 
—- 


The medical advisory board, which 


is to be formed for the area of the 
.local board, passes on the qualifica- 
tions of a registrant who Is not sat- 
isfied with the decision of the board's 
physician, and also on the qualifica- 
tions of a registrant regarding whom 
the physician Is in doubt. 


If the regisrant is held physically 


disqualified by the examining physi- 
cian, the local board shall, unless it 
decides by unanimous vote that the 
case is one in which there is no rea- 
sonable doubt, Immediately send the 
registrant before the medical advis- 
ory board. 


Decisions as to physical qualifica- 


tions are finally passed upon by the 
local board, on the report of the ex- 
amining physician, or if the man has 
bean sent to the medical advisory 
board, on the report of the physician 
and the medical advisory board, and 
the registrant is mailed a notice of 
the local board's finding. If a man is 
found physically disqualified for gen- 
eral military service, his classification 
Is changed to class V. If he Is found 
disqualified for general military ser- 
vice but qualified to perform special 
And limited military service, his clas- 
sification is not changed, but the find- 
Ing Is recorded and he is subject to 
induction into military service only 
when a special .or sepclftc call for men 
disqualified for general military ser- 
vice but qualified for special, service 
is made.

to Male* Calculation. 


I During the month of September, 
1915, between 185,000 and 190;000 cars 
passed over the middle division of the 
Pennsylvania railroad. The fact led 
ft statistician to make the following in- 
genious calculation: Suppose that the 
cars numbered 188,000, and that all of 
them had to pass a given point daring 
the SO days of September; each car 
would have but 13.7 seconds In which 
to make its transit If each car was 85 
feet long, and all the cars made up 
only one train, it would be about 1,262 
miles long. If drawn by a single two- 
cylinder locomotive that had cylinders 
of 80-inch stroke, driving wheels 4 feet 
8 inches in diameter and a 200-pound 
•team pressure, the cylinder would 
have to be 53 feet in diameter, the 
beating surface would approximate 62 
acres, and the grate area would be 
nearly one acre; and were the fire box 
72 inches wide, it would have to be 
1 2-5 miles long The handle of the 
fire rake would extend back to the two 
hundred and seventh car. The fireman 
would have to throw 1% tons of coal 
at a shovelful, and throw a shovelful 
once every three seconds. To feed the 
boiler, the Injector pipes would have 
to be about 5 feet In diameter, and both 
of them would have to be working 
most of the time.

AUSTRALIA MEANS MUCH. 


BUILD RAILROADS IN AFRICA 


Much Important Construction Inter, 


rupted by Outbreak of War- 


Military Line* Opened. 


At the outbreak of the war Africa 


bad a total of something like 25,000 
miles of completed railroad, and was 
building new line* at the rate of about 
2,000 miles a year. At the firing of 
the first shot much important construc- 
tion work was dropped Instantly, not 
to be resumed again until the war is 
over. This affected what would prob- 
ably have amounted to 4,000 mile* of 
new line that would have been com- 
pleted In the two and a half year* the 
war ba* lasted so far. This loss 1* 
partially offiet by the construction— 
purely military-lines for the better 
prosecution of certain campaigns— 
that might not have been undertaken 
tar many year* had not the war ren- 
dered It imperative from a strategic 
standpoint Such was the linking up 
Of the Union of South Africa system 
With that of German Southwest Africa 
by Both* In pushing hi* campaign for 
the conquest of the latter regioa; and 
aoch the running together of the rail- 
heads of a branch from the Uganda 
railroad and the trstmbara line at the 
frontier of German Bast and British 
Bast Africa. Similar construction has 
also taken place In Nigeria, the Cam- 
eroon*, northern Rhodesia and prob- 
ably the Belgian Congo. The total

Connecting Link*. 


Forty-one miles of track are now 


needed to complete the Australia 
transcontinental railroad, according t 
4^ correspondent of the Phlladelphl 
Commercial museum. The Importanc 
of this news can hunlly be overest 
mated, for the completion of this sma 
piece of trackage promises to have 
Influence on Australian developmen 
comparable In a way with that exerted 
upon the development of this country 
by the opening of the Union Paclfl 
nearly a half century ago. The Imme- 
diate effect will be to link up the cap! 
nils of the five continental states o: 
the Australian commonwealth by 
tabllshlng an unbroken line of com- 
munication from Brisbane, on the east, 
through Sydney, Melbourne and Ade- 
laide, to Perth on the west, a distance 
just a little short of 3,500 miles.

By the year 1889 railroad com 


munlcatlon had been established be- 
tween the four capital cities of Bris- 
bane Sydney, Melbourne and Adelaide 
a distance of 1,700 miles, through the 
connecting at the borders of the stat 
railroad lines of Queensland, New 
South Wales, Victoria and South Aus 
tralla, which line was In time extended 
from Adelaide northwest to Port An 
gusto, 260 miles About the same time 
West Australia had built a state 
railroad eastward 878 miles from Perth 
to Kalgoorlle, In the heart of the gol< 
fields. 


Nothing rtus done looking toward the 


tracking of this 1,063-mile gap between 
Port Augusta, In South' Australia, anc 
Kalgoorlle, In West Australia, until 
1007, \\hen the Australian government 
ordered a preliminary survey of a line 
to connect these extremities of the ex- 
isting lines from the east and west. A* 
a result of that survey the common- 
wealth decided, four year* later, to con- 
struct the railroad as a government 
line. Work was started at both ends, 
September, 1912, and construction ha* 
progressed so rapidly that there now 
remain only 41 miles of track to con- 
nect the Port Augusta and Kalgoorll* 
divisions. 


It Is Improbable that the opening ol 


the first Australian transcontinental 
line will have the same Immediate ef- 
fect as did the opening of the first 
American transcontinental line. The 
Australian railroad, and more particu- 
larly the 1,000-mlle stretch between 
Port Augusta and Kalgoorlle, pane* 
through a relatively poor and barren 
land, which does not now seem suscept- 
ible of the same agricultural develop- 
ments as the land pierced by the Union 
Pacific. 


The largest results cannot be expect- 


ed from the Australian trunk line be- 
cause of the lack of uniformity of 
gauge throughout Its length, a defect 
traceable to the different gauges adopt- 
ed by the different states in the first 
days of railroad building.

Many Collision* Were en Line* Oner- 


ated by th* Sleek Signal System- 


Expect* Call for Revision of 


Railroad Rate*. 


One of the most interesting of the 


many duties, as provided by law, of 
the Interstate commerce commission Is 
that of the Investigation of railroad 
accidents. During the past year, the 
latest statistics available show that 
officials of the commission Investi- 
gated 45 collisions and 30 derailments. 
These accidents, 85 in all, resulted in 
the death of 209 persons and the In- 
Jury of 1,441 persons. 


In recounting their work experts of 


the commission say that 20 of the col- 
lisions occurred on lines operated by 
the block system, 11 in automatic block 
signal territory: and of the collision* 
29 occurred where no block system 
was In effect and 22 on lines operated 
by the train-order system 


Those experts of the commission un- 


der whose direct charge these Investi- 
gations come say that the study of 
collisions occurring In automatic block 
signal territorv has demonstrated the 
Imperative need of a revision of the 
railroads' rules and a change In the 
practices pertaining to the observance 
of caution signal Indications. At the 
present time It Is said that when,a dis- 
tant signal displays a caution Indica- 
tion an englneman is not positively re- 
quired to reduce the speed of the train 
at once, the only requirement being 
that he shall approach the next signal 
with Ills train under control and pre- 
pared to stop 


It is said that frequently at the pres- 


ent time, no reduction of speed Is 
made «hen a caution signal Indication 
Is displayed 
Only recently, It Is 


pointed out an investigation was made 
of a serious rear-end collision which 
disclosed the fact thnt the following 
trnln had been running under caution 
signal Indications for a considerable 
distance without _any reduction In 
speed and the preceding train had 
stopped only a short distance In ad- 
vance of another signal, and by the 
time the danger signal was recognized 
by the engtneman of the following 
train he was too close to the signal to 
bring his train to a stop before pass- 
ing it or In time to avert the collision. 


It Is Insisted by those who have giv- 


en much time and study to this one 
problem thnt the Indlcntton of a Bo- 
tailed distant signal should convey an 
order to the englneman as positive and 
definite as the Indication of what Is 
called the "home" signal, Instead of 
the "slow np" order of the present 
time 
The home signal alvtays re- 


quires an engineer to stop Immediate- 
ly. 


The experts are of the opinion, thev 
iy, that Immediate reduction of speed 


at a caution signal would reduce the 
danger of collisions similar to the ono 
described, as well as the danger of 
shock and Injury to passengers result- 
ng from emergency applications of 
the brakes The enforcement of such 
a requirement would, It Is believed by 
these Interstate commerce officials al- 
so create a different habit of thought 
on the part of engineers, relieving cor-1 
aln nervous tension and Insuring that 
he train could be stopped safely If 
he next signal was In danger posi- 
tion. 


It Is Interesting to note In connec- 
lon with these wrecks that during the 
last year six of the collisions which 
jccurred In automatic block signal ter- 
ritory are said to have been caused by 
he failure of the engineers to obey 
he signal Indications. Five of these 
Ix occurred on multiple track road 
where the block signal equipment was 
modern and of the most highly ap- 
proved type.—Washington Star.

In 
Africa, a vigorous pushing on any coo* 
slderable proportion af .the project* 
that were lu contemplation before the 
war will give- more continental lines— 
both latitudinal and longitudinal— 
than either South America or A 
will be able to boast at the same date. 
Also, in the imminent completion ot 
the Cape-to-Cairo project—a consum- 
mation which will be considerably i 
eelerated by certain work done during 
the war—It will have a line traversing 
its entire length from north to south 
long before any continent but Europe 
can lay claim to such a railroad. Tne 
Cape-to-Calro—with metals all the 
way and steamer transport on Nile add 
the lakes eliminated—might easily 
bring Capetown within 10 or 12 daya 
of London and Paris, and a day or two 
could certainly be cut from even this 
schedule by a line the French plan 
to run from Tangier—opposite Gibral- 
tar—across the Sahara via Lake 
Tchad and the Belgian Congo, to 
northern Rhodesia. 


China's Railroad Extensions. 


Battroad extensions in China are 


proposed Involving an expenditure of 
an amount estimated at $60.000,000. 
The projects are entirely commercial 
and private. One thousand five hun- 
dred miles are to be constructed, 
through tbe richest sections of China, 
and possibly an equal amount later. 


Brssil Extending Line*. 


The president of Brazil has granted 


a concession for the construction and 
operation of a railroad from Cuyaba, 
the capital of the state of Matto Gro* 
so, to connect with the Araraquara rail- 
road. Tbe total extension will be about 
620 miles In length and will furnish 
direct railroad communication between 
the city of Guyana and the ports of 
Rio and Santos.

Under Consideration—Flrtt l« 


Military Railroad. 


Three Important railroad projects as 


part of a defense scheme for the Pa- 
nutna canal have been under consider- 
ation for some time and present condl 
lions are liUcly to hasten their comple- 
tion First of these is the building of 
a military railroad connecting Punta 
de Toro with the ruined fort of San 
Loren/o at the niouth of the Chogres 
river 
The latter point, which figured 


prominently in the history of the Isth 


I mus under Spanish rule, commands the 
entrance of the Chagres river which 
admits of easy approach by water to 
the Gutun locks. As a fortified posl 
tion it would also have to fee reckonet 
with by any militurj expedition direct 
id ut the cities of Colon or Panama 
The primary object in the cougtructloi 
of the road Is the rapid transportatloi 
of tloops and military equipment from 
Fort Sherman to San Lorenzo In case 
hostilities were attempted by way ol 
the Chugres. The road will be six 
to eight miles long and will be of five- 
foot gauge, the standard in use on the 
Panama railroad. The road will be 
pait of an elaborate defense scheme 
and will cost from (700,000 to S800, 
000. 


Two other roads are projected which 


arc not primarily of military character 
but would be useful In case of bosttll 
ties. The Panama national assembly 
has a bill under consideration prp 
ing Mr the construction of a riffin 
in the province of Chlriqul extending 
from the town of La CuncepUoi 
through Dlvala to a point In the bay 
known ns Cnarco'AzuI to be deter- 
mined on later.

Number of Car* Pawing Over Penn- 


sylvania Road Lead* Statistician 


to Make Calculation.

I During the month of September 
1915, between 185,000 and 190;000 cars 
passed over the middle division of the 
Pennsylvania railroad. The fact led 
ft statistician to make the following in- 
genious calculation: Suppose that the 
cars numbered 188,000, and that all of 
them had to pass a given point during 
the 80 days of September; each car 
would have but 13.7 seconds In which 
to make its transit. If each car was 85 
feet long, and all the cars made up 
only one train. It would be about 1,262 
miles long. If drawn by a single twoh- 
cylinder locomotive that had cylinders 
of 80-Inch stroke, driving wheels 4 feet 
8 inches in diameter and a 200-pound 
•team pressure, the cylinder would 
have to be 53 feet In diameter, the 
beating surface would approximate 62 
acres, and the grate area would be 
nearly one acre; and were the flre box 
72 inches wide, it would have to be 
1 2-5 miles long. The handle of the 
fire rake would extend back to the two 
hundred and seventh car. The fireman 
would have to throw H4 tons of coal 
Bt a shovelful, and throw a shovelful 
once every three seconds. To feed the 
boiler, the Injector pipes would'have 
to be about 5 feet In diameter, and both 
Of them would have to be working 
most of the time.

Forty-one miles of track are now 


needed to complete the Australian 
transcontinental railroad, according to 
ft* correspondent of the Philadelphia 
Commercial museum. The Importance 
of this news can hardly be overesti- 
mated, for the completion of this small 
piece of trackage promises to have an 
Influence on Australian development 
comparable In a way with that exerted 
upon the development of this country 
by the opening of the Union Pacific 
nearly a half century ago. The Imme- 
diate effect will be to link ap the capi- 
tals of the five continental states of 
he Australian commonwealth by es- 
tablishing an unbroken line of com- 
munication from Brisbane, on the east, 
:hrough Sydney, Melbourne and Ade- 
alde, to Perth on the west, a distance 
ust a little short of 3,500 miles. 
The Australian transcontinental rail- 


road bus been long In the building, and 
a the result of Unking 09 of isolated 
stretches of lines constructed In and by 
the different states" rather than of a 
carefully matured program of develop- 
ment. By the year 1889 railroad com- 
munication had been established be- 
tween the four capital cities of Bris- 
bane, Sydney, Melbourne and Adelaide, 
a distance of 1,790 miles, through the 
connecting at the borders of the state 
railroad lines of Queensland, New 
South Wales, Victoria and South Aus- 
tralia, which line was In time extended 
from Adelaide northwest to Port Au- 
gusta, 260 miles. About the same time 
West Australia had built a state 
railroad eastward 373 miles from Perth 
to Kalgoorlle, in the heart of the gold 
fields. 


Nothing was done looking toward the 


tracking of this 1,063-mile gap between 
Port Augusta, In South' Australia, and 
Kalgoorlle, In West Australia, until 
1007, when the Australian government 
ordered a preliminary survey of a line 
to connect these extremities of the ex- 
isting lines from the east and west. As 
a result of that survey the common- 
wealth decided, four years later, to con- 
struct the railroad as a government 
line. Work was started at both ends, 
September, 1912, and construction baa 
progressed so rapidly that there now 
remain only 41 miles of track to con- 
nect the Port Augusta and Kalgoorile 
divisions. 


It Is improbable that the opening of 


the first Australian transcontinental 
line will have the same immediate ef- 
fect as did the opening of the first 
American transcontinental line. The 
Australian railroad, and more particu- 
larly the 1,000-mile stretch between 
Port Augusta and Kalgoorlle, passes 
through a relatively poor and barren 
land, which does not now seem snjcept- 


One of the most Interesting of the 


many duties, as provided by law, of 
the Interstate commerce commission Is 
that of the Investigation of railroad 
accidents. During the past year, the 
latest statistics available show that 
officials of the commission Investi- 
gated 45 collisions and 30 derailments. 
These accidents, 85 In all, resulted in 
the death of 209 persons and the In- 
jury of 1,441 persons. 


In recounting their work experts of 


the commission say that 26 of the col- 
lisions occurred on lines operated by 
the block system, 11 in automatic block 
signal territory; and of the collisions 
29 occurred where no block system 
was In effect and 22 on lines operated 
by the train-order system. 


Those experts of the commission tin- 


der whose direct charge these Investi- 
gations come say that the study of 
collisions occurring In automatic block 
signal territory has demonstrated the 
Imperative need of a revision of the 
railroads' rules and a change In the 
practices pertaining to the observance 
of caution signal Indications. At the 
present time It Is said that when,a dis- 
tant signal displays a caution Indica- 
tion an engtneman Is not positively re- 
quired to reduce the speed of the train 
at once, the only requirement being 
that he shall approach the next signal 
with his train under, control and pre- 
pared to stop. 


It Is said that frequently at the pres- 


ent time, no reduction of speed Is 
made when a caution signal Indication 
Is displayed. Oiily recently, It Is 
pointed out, an Investigation was made 
of a serious rear-end collision which 
disclosed the fact that the following 
trnln had been running under caution 
signal Indications for a considerable 
distance without any redaction In 
spied, and the preceding train had 
stopped only a short distance In ad- 
vance of another signal, and by the 
time the danger signal was recognized 
by the englneman of the following 
train he was too close to the signal to 
bring his train to a stop before pass- 
Ing it or In time to avert the collision. 


It Is Insisted by those who have giv- 


en much time and study to this one 
problem that the Indication of a so- 
called distant signal should convey an 
order to the englneman as positive and 
definite as the Indication of what Is 
called (he "home" signal, Instead of 
the "slow np" order of the present 
time. 
The home signal always re- 


quires an engineer to stop immediate- 
ly. 


The experts are of the opinion, they 


say, that Immediate reduction of speed 
at a caution signal would reduce the 
danger of collisions similar to the ono 
described, as well as the danger of 
shock and Injury to passengers result- 
Ing from emergency applications of 
the brakes. The enforcement of such 
a requirement would, It Is believed by 
these Interstate commerce officials, al- 
so create a different habit of thought 
on the part of engineers, relieving cer- 
tain nervous tension and insuring that 
the train could be stopped safely If

Railroad Brotherhood President Claim* 


That Men Are a Unit Against All 


Compulsory Arbitration. 


Railroad employees In the United 


States and Canada are a unit against 
compulsory arbitration; they hold that 
until some more satisfactory method 
of adjusting disputes Is reached, strikes 
and lockouts are preferable to any 
system of surrender to Injustice 
The 


plain fact of the matter Is that both 
Investigation and aibltratlon have been 
killed In the house of their friends. 
The greatest railroad wage movements 
In this country were settled either by 
mediation or arbitration and It would 
hardly be fair to assert that fear 
prompted these arrangements for set- 
tlement, but rather that common sense 
and good Judgment, applied to every 
phase of the controversy, were respon- 
sible .for the decision to agree to a 
peaceable method of adjustment. As 
long as It lasted, which was only as 
long as the neutral arbitrators were 
practical men, fair application of the 
>lan of voluntary agreement to submit 
disputed questions for decision to an 
mpartial board with the understand- 
ng that the terms of settlement would 
le accepted for a given period, was the 
most satisfactory method of settling 
controversies without strike or lock- 
rat. These agreements of honor in 
he beginning were observed by both 
Bides and gave greater satisfaction 
tan undoubtedly would have resulted 
f either forced employment or unen- 
orced service had been demanded un- 
der penalty by a decision of a court 
working under a compulsory rule.
